DEAN BODE’S LETTER 


We are flooded with sentimental 
nonsense on this point. We hare vast¬ 
ly too many mothers demanding a hind 
of emotional canonisation merely be¬ 
cause they have brought children into 
the world. The repayment demanded 
by mothers and exacted at the expense 
of the child’s free development is oft¬ 
en wickedly high. 


npHE excitement of tht Novem¬ 
ber elections and the Jewish 
persecutions in Germany and 
Italy have overshadowed and ob¬ 
scured many highly important 
matters in our own homeland. 
We refer to the revelations in 
testimony before the Dies com¬ 
mittee Investigating subversive 
influences in the United States. 

The Dies committee is doing a 
great work, is performing a val¬ 
uable public service, and at the 
same time is battling the oppo¬ 
sition of the Administration and 
the apathy of the public. Surely 
the Administration should be 
ashamed and the public aroused. 

The committee hats found un¬ 
impeachable evidence that the C. 
I. O. with which the President 
seems closely affiliated, and with 
which certain members of his of¬ 
ficial family are in fullest sym¬ 
pathy, is shotfull of Communism; 
that key positions in the organiz¬ 
ation are filled by known Com¬ 
munists, members of the third 
Internationale of Moscow. 

The evidence shows that the 
Communist party in the United 
States is an agent of the Com¬ 
munist Third Internationale with 
headquarters in Moscow; that 
certain “front” organizations be¬ 
fore the public are only subsid¬ 
iaries of the Communist party— 
such as the League for Peace 
and Democracy, the International 
Labor Defense, the Civil Liberties 
Union and others. The committee 
has evidence that many govern¬ 
ment officials are members of 
some of these organizations. 

Other organizations of a sub¬ 
versive nature are said to be the 
Workers International Relief; 
Friends of Soviet Union; North 
American Committee to Aid 
Spanish Democracy; Friends of 
the Abraham Lincoln Brigade; 
Society to Aid Spanish Demo¬ 
cracy; American Society for 
Technical Aid to Spanish Demo¬ 
cracy; International Workers’ 
Order; American Student Union; 
Young Communist League; The 
Young Pioneers of America; The 
League for Industrial Democracy; 
The Kahkl' Shirts; The Silver 
Shirts; The Italian Fascists; The 
American Fascists; The Amer¬ 
ican Aryan Folk Association; 
The American Guard; The Amer¬ 
ican League of the Friends of 
New Germany and the various 
societies of the German-Ameri- 
can Bund. 

The combined membership of 
all these organizations amounts 
to many thousands, and are clas¬ 
sified, according *o their nature, 
as Communist, Nazi or Fascist. 
But all advocate, and work for, 
the same purpose—the over¬ 
throw of the American govern¬ 
ment and the destruction of Am¬ 
erican Democracy.

Estimates on cost of installing 
a municipal incinerator were be¬ 
ing obtained this week by the 
city council, which heard argu¬ 
ments at its meeting last week 
against continued operation of 
the present city dump. 

Pat West, F. A. Rivera and 
Edward A. Davey, property own¬ 
ers of the district affected, ap¬ 
pearing before the council de¬ 
clared the dump a public nuis¬ 
ance, a menace to health and a 
potential fire hazard. 

The group seeks also allevia¬ 
tion of conditions resulting from 
proximity of the Sierra Madre 
dairy and had previously submit¬ 
ted a resolution seeking council 
action on both questions. 

City Engineer Samuel Graham 
and City Attorney Walter Dunn 
were asked by the council to in¬ 
vestigate the question of drain¬ 
age on East Sierra Madre boule¬ 
vard, raised in a letter from 
Bassett and Washburn of the 
Kentia palm nursery. The com¬ 
munication expressed the fear 
that recent paving of Lowell ave¬ 
nue together with other street 
improvements, drainage may be 
inadequate to carry off water 
without serious damage to the 
nursery. 

New city building ordinance, 
numbered 390. was adopted by 
the council after being read for 
the third and final time. Text of 
the ordinance is published else¬ 
where in this issue of The News. 

Ten dollars was voted by the 
council for purchase of Christ¬ 
mas seals of Los Angeles Coun¬ 
ty Tuberculosis Association. 

The council also authorized the 
city treasurer to spend delinquent 
collections from Canyon Park 
Matton assessments for retire¬ 
ment of bonds and due intrest 
coupons.
